It 
will be noticed from the vote that all the 
senators whose names have been connected 
with speculation voted for the investiga- 
tidh, while others voted agains: it. All 
the members of the finance committee votel 
for the resolution, but it was defeated, so 
the matter ends unless the house shouki 
take it up.

A SAN DOMINGO EXECUTION. 
Two Sons of Ex-President Bacsz Put 
to Death. 

Panama, March 12.—The Star and Herald 
of March 2d, says: “A story .from San 
Domingo, coming from good authority, says 
that the two sons of ex-President Baez had 
been shot by order of President Hueraux, 
According to the story, thé elder son had 
previously been sentenced to imprisonment 
for life for plotting to overthrow the exist- 
ing government, and when the younger 
was also discovered to be implicated, Heu- 
raux determined that both should die. Soon 
after the younger’s arrest the president 
Sent word to the Baez family that the two 
brothers had reed of two broadcloth suits. 
This was on February 2d. The clothes 
were sent, and the next morning the youths 
were told to put the black suits on. When 
they had complied they were told that the 
freedom of the jail yard was given them. 
In the yard was a squad of soldiers whose 
bullets speedily put an end to their lives. 
Thts, it is said, makes twelve martial exe- 
cutions in the Dominican republic in sixty 
days. Among the twelve was that of Fran- 
cis Pidtado, an alleged dynamiter, brother 
of the Spanish consul to San Domingo. The 
consul himself was ejected from the island 
without recourse to any of the diplomatic 
formalities. 


MEAN WHISKY AND MORPHINE. 


An Alabama Lawyer Winds Up a Spree 
with Poison. 

Meridian, Miss., March 12.—(Special.)— 
Hon. W..T. Taylor, a prominent lawyer and 
veteran newspaper man of Butler, Ala., 
committed suicide in this city today by 
taking fifty-five grains of morphine. Mr. 
Taylor comes of a wealthy, influential fam- 
ily and was forty-six years of age. He was 
marriec and leaves several children. He 
was also in splendid circumstances, having 
a good practice in Alabama and Mississippi, 
besides being an extensiv2 planter. He came 
to this city several days ago and went on 
a spree, drinking blind tiger whisky, and 
was just recovering from a continued spree 
when he committed this rash act. He reg- 
istered at the St. Charles hotel and spent 
yesterday in reading a book entitled ‘“‘The 
Changed . Bride.’”’ On coming down ‘to his 
breakfast this morning he brought the book 
with him and presented it to the chief 
clerk, with his compliments written and 
dated on the inside cover.

RESUMING BUSINESS. 
Large Iron Works in TDennsylvania 
Starting Work Again. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 12:—Signs of return- 
ing confidence in manufacturing circles con- 
tinue. All the departments of Cambria iron 
works, at Johnston, which have been idle. 
resumed business this morning. The John- 
Ston steel works, at the same place, also 
Started up after an _ idiencss of three 
months. About 2,000 men went to work for 
the two corporations. 

It is announced today that the Braddock 
w:re works plant at Rankin, near Pittsburg, 
holds the record ssince Saturday, turning 
out more steel than any other single roll 
rod mill in the world. ‘The record has been 
held for a number of years by the Joliet, 
Ill., wire works, whose rod mill turned out 
243 tons of wire rods in twelve hours. The 
output of the Braddock works for Saturday, 
a turr of ten hours, from 6 o’¢:ock-a. m. to 
4 o'clock p. m., was 254 tons, breaking the 
record by eleven tons. A big run of steel 
was made every day last week, which in- 
dicates the receipt of large orders.

In it Colonel Breck- 
inridge said Miss Pollard had a good doctor 
and it would be better to remain in_his 
charge. This was signed ““W. C. P. Breckin- 
ridge.”’ 

The third letter asked about some sanita- 
rium Miss Pollard had written of; told her 
to ascertain particulars and get her physi- 
cian’s advice bout going there. “I want to 
do what is best for every one; what is best 
for you.” 

Colonel Breckinridge said Miss Follard 
must not do anything until he fulfilled some 
professional engagements in Kentucky, the 
money for’ which he needed.

“Prior to the child’s death and while he 
was lying dead,’’ said Dr. Parsons, “Miss 
Pollard had gone to see it.”

The master’s 
come!”" she shouted. “He's here! He’s 
here! He ain’t forgot us! He’s come! He's 
here! Mr. Gaston’s done come!’ 

Then the excited woman released Gaston, 
and rushed in every direction shaking hands 
with her companions. The men and wo- 
men crowded around their leader, hugging 
and kissing him, and their demonstrations 
were reciprocated. Gaston was the absoe- 
lute master of the entire crowd. ihey 
hailed him as aemessiah, and were ready 
to follow him to the north pole, if he gave 
the signal. 

Then the .big black man made a little 
speech. ‘ 

‘“‘You are all here bound for the promised 
land,’’ he said. ‘“‘The Lord don’t forget his 
children. He watches over you, and He 
will watch over you until your long jour-: 
ney ends. We are in the hands of the 
Lord and He will protect us.”’ 

This man is a master spirit in his way. 
He encouraged his followers and all doubt 
and sadness disappeared after his arrival. 
Yesterday the emigrants sailed for Liver- 
pool on the City of Berlin.

Julia C. Blackburn, the widow of Governor 
Luke P. Blackburn, of Kentucky, was on 
the witness stand. Mrs. Blackburn occupies 
a position in Washiugton society second to 
none, and is known to be a high-spirited 
and courageous woman. 

The cross-examination of Mrs. Blackburn 
brought out some very sensational, and at 
times, humorous evidence. After having tes- 
tified to Colonel Breckinridge’s promise to 
marry Miss Pollard, made when he asked 
Mrs. Blackburn to take Miss Pollard under 
her care, Mrs. Blackburn proceeded to give 
some details of the scene. “‘After to speak- 
ing to me of his regard for Miss Pollard,’’ 
sur Mrs. Blackburn, ‘‘Colonel Breckinridge 
said: 

“‘l suppose you are thinking I am doing 
@ very absurd thing to marry a woman so 
much younger than I, I said: “There is 
certainly e¢. great risk in this disparity of 
age, but I have seen these marriages turn 
out as happy as can be.’ Colonel Breckin- 
ridge then said: ‘I am old enough to be 
Miss Pollard’s father.

And Makes an Interesting Point Con- 
cerning the Campaign. 
Eastman, Ga., March 10.—Editor Consti- 
tution: The Eastman ‘Times-Journal, as 
also has perhaps several other papers that 
are supporting Mr. Atkinson's forlorn hope 
in his ravenous hunt after the gubernato- 
rial office, is charging that General Evans 
has written letters to Methodist preachers 
asking their support in his race for gover- 

nor of Georgia. 

I went down to the office of The Times- 
Journal this morning and asked them if 
they had any facts upon which to base 
such a charge; if they did, I, as the friend 
of General Evans, demanded proof of the 
same. Mr. Martin, who is one of the asso- 
ciate editors, informed me that they had 
no facts to sustain the charge; that. the 
same Was based upon rumor and report, 
weeks ago Mr. Stokes, the manager of 
newspapers, 

I then called his attention to the fact 
that when General Evans was here a few 
weeks ago that Mr. Stokes, the manager of 
the paper, had promised him he would not 
publish anything against him except such 
facts as were true of his own knowledge, 
and reminded Mr. Martin that the publica- 
tion of rumors and reports was a clear 
violation of this contract. His reply. was 
that Mr. Stokes ought not to have made 
the promise; that papers were not to be 
confined to such matters and things as 
came within their own Knowledge. 

I just call your attention to this episode 
to show the means resorted to by these 
little newspapers that are basking in the 
sunshine of Mr. Atkinson’s assumed great- 
ness to bolster up their cause. 

In the first place they claim that Mr. 
Atkinson is the great law-giver, who has 
originated every measure in the legislature 
for the last eight years that has resulted 
in the promotion of the public weal. Those 
men who sat in the legislature with him 
were mere puppets and figureheads; that it 
was his great mind that conceived and 
brought to a successful issue everything 
that has been formulated into law in 
yeorgia since his advent into Georgia poli- 
tics. They also claim that the support of 
General Evans is a mere sentiment; that 
he is claiming the support of se@é@iers be- 
cause he was a general in the confederate 
army; that he is claiming the support of 
church members because he is a minister 
of the gospel, and this without any refer- 
ence to his qualifications for the gubernato- 
rial office; whereas the same is without 
the shadow of foundation to support it, as 
General Evans's friends are supporting him 
upon the ground that he is equally as com- 
petent as Mr. Atkinson to discharge the 
duties of the gubernatorial office; and for 
one, I would state, without intending to 
disparage Mr. Atkinson’s pretended assump- 
tion, that General Evans is his superior in 
everything that is necessary to constitute 
a proper qualification for the discharge of 
the duties of the office to which they both 
aspire.

Charges Are Made Against Jurors in 
the Hinkle Case.

Affidavits Are Made That Certain Jurors 
Declared That the Hinkles Were 
Guilty and Should Hang. 


Americus, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)—The 
amended motion for a new trial in Dr. J. 
B. Hinkle’s case was filed today. Twenty- 
seven grounds of error are alleged, all but 
three of which pertain to matters of ad- 
mission of evidence, instrugtions to jury- 
men and points in Judge Fish’s charge. 
‘hree of the grounds consist of sensational 
charges by affidavits against three of the 
Hinkle jury, G. W. Kinard, B. H. Harris 
and C. C. Alexander, who were heard by 
various persons to say things inconsistent 
with their views of impartiality when quali- 
fying as jurors. Four men who were em- 
ployed in a laundry with Kiiiard swear 
that they heard him severnl times assert 
that he believed in the Hinkles’s guilt and 
that he wculd hang them if he got on the 
jury. Two persons, one a young iady, 
swear that B. H. Harris said in their hear- 
ing that the Hinkles were guilty ot mur- 
der; that he had an impression that he 
would get on the jury, and if he did, he 
would convince the jury of the Hinkles’s 
guilt and vote to hang: them. Two affi- 
davits of a similar nature were presented 
as to C. C. Alexander. One party hoard 
him say last June that the llinkles were 
guilty and ought to have been lynched, 
and that if he got on the jury he would 
hang them. Judge Fish set the hearing 
for March 24th and the state will proceed 
to get up counter affidavits, which myst 
be served on the defense by March 2lst.

in his opinion.

Atlanta, how- 
ever, will be, as heretofore Stated, the 
residence of the dean's family. 

In addition to his prominence as a min- 
ister of the gospel, Dr. Barrett is the 
auther of several books, and, both as a 
writer and a scholor, he is one of the most 
distinguished men of his denomination in 
this country.

The coun- 
tries south of us, however, are just as 
much behind the times-in other things. 
They import hundreds of millions of 
dollars’ worth of dry goods, groceries, 
medicines, chemicals, machinery, fur- 
niture, rifles, pistols, sewing machines 
and other articles every year, princi- 
pally from Europe, and all this trade 
would come to us if we offered reason- 
able inducements. ; 

Under our long continued system of 
protection our manufacturers have not 
reached out for foreign trade, the home 
market being more profitable than the 
markets of other countries. A low tariff 
will change the situation. The manufac- 
turers finding their profits cut down in 
the home market will be forced to ex- 
tend their trade abroad, and they will 
naturally seek the Spanish American 
countries. Our consul general in Ecuador 
is on the right line when he _ suggests 
that clever agents sent down there would 
soon work up business, but we should 
do something more. It will require mil- 
lions of dollars and several years time 
to send out an army of agents to cover 
all the countries south of the Rio 
Grande. A great saving can be made 
in time and money by inducing the rep- 
resentative merchants and manufactur- 
ers of the United States. and those of 
the Spanish American countries to meet 
at some central and accessible point, 
and compare notes, and see what they 
desire to sell and what they wish to 
buy. :

It is 
more profitable to hoard money than to 
lend it out at low rates of interest. 
There was a violent contraction when 
gold alone was made the money standard 
of the country, and this contraction goes 
steadily on with the increase of the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar unit. 

The demand for money is so great— 
there are so many articles and so much 
property to be exchanged for it-—that 
the daily transactions of commerce and 
business are one continual sacrifice of 
values. 

It is no wonder that the people are pro- 
testing against this condition of affairs 
that could be entirely ehanged in twen- 
ty-four hours by carrying out the demo- 
cratie policy and redeeming the demo- 
cratic pledges.

‘“‘Whereas, They are as loyal to Atlanta’s 
interest as any other class of her more p)0s- 
perous citizens, yet, on account vf the strin- 
gency in the money tnarket, we will ilut be 
able to render assistance in cash to this 
great enterprise, but are willing, as true At- 
lantians, to render aia and encoucagement 
to the extent of our ability through such 
service as we may be able to render in 
furthering the progress of the greatest en- 
terprise ever undertaken by Atlanta or the 
south, therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That this meeting appoint a 
committee of fifteen tr cortfes wita “he cx- 
position committee with the view of ar- 
ranging, if possible, the manner of paying 
aii parties they employ, viz: 75 per cent in 
cash, and 25 per cent in transferrable admis- 
sion tickets to the exposition at their par 
value, or the lowest price they are to be 
sold for to visitors to the exposition; the 
tickets to be delivered to tne employes each 
pay day, they to have the right to resell 
at any time and place-they desire, and that 
the exposition company receive the tickets 
in payment of subscriptions.” 

After the resolution was adopted a com- 
mittee of fifteen was uppointed to cail upon 
the exposition committee and confer with 
tat body.

Left Her Husband. 


TELLS A STRAIGHT FORWARD STORY 


Hammond Writes Out a Full Statement, 
in Which He Lays the Blame 
at Dr. Crafton’s Door. 


Mrs. Dr. F. E. Crafton is a lady with a 
will. Yesterday's developments in the case 
in which Mrs. Crafton figured as one of 
thr*e principals showed that mich. 

Mr. W. M. Hammond, the piano tuner 
who fought Dr. Crafton and then disap- 
peared with Mrs. Crafton on Sunday after- 
nocn, did not appear at police court yes- 
terday morning according to the agreement 
he had made when he was given a copy 
Sergeant Ozburn Sunday 
night. 

sergeant Ozburn was nettled at being 
treated in this way, and exceedingly anxi- 
ous to interview Mr. Hammond yesterday 


. morning when it became apparent that the 


latter was not going to be in court. Ile was 
starting out to look for him when Mr. Jim 
Moore, of Bolton, Ga., told him that a mys- 
terious couple had arrived at that little city 
six miles out of Atlanta. They arrived 
about 5 o’clock in the morning in a hack. 
The description he gave of them at once 
made Sergeant Ozburn sure that they were 
Mr. Hammond and Mrs. Crafton. 

Chief Connolly sent Offisers Coker and 
Rarrett to Bdlton with two waxrants for 
the couple. These officers found Mr. Ham- 
mond at the station inquiring for the train 
to Horton, Kas., about noon. Mrs, Craf- 
ton was near by and came back to the city 
with the officers. 

Hammond was locked up on the warrant 
sworn out by Dr. Crafton charging him 
with kidnaping. He was very indignant 
anu vehement in declaring that he was 
acting only as Mrs. Crafton’s protector 
and asserted that Dr. Crafton was responsi- 
ble for all that happened. + 

Mrs. Crafton was very much mortified 


' by the affair and declared that she had no 


other intention than to go at once to her 
father at Horton, Kas., and that Mr. Ham- 
mond was merely with her to assist and 
protect her. She reiterates that her con- 
science is clear and that she has done noth- 
ing which she regrets. 

She says her husband has cruelly mis- 
treated her and she stoutly refused to go 
back to him all yesterday. afternoon. She 
declared her purpose to leave for Horton, 
Kas., today. She is a sincere looking lady 
and evidently has the grit to do what she 
says. She has a beautiful little child, who 
is a marvel of brightness. 

Mr. Hammond made the following writ- 
ten statement of the affair last night:* 

Mr. Hammond Writes. 


“tT desire to say in vindication of Mrs. 
Crafton that she has been done a great 
injustice by the circulated and published 
reports about her. A full statement, in de- 
tail, of the disgraceful affair, would be 
difficult to make. I cannot recall to mem- 
ory a single action or incident on her part 
to cause me to think for a moment that she 
was not the most estimable lady that I 
have found her to be while stopping at the 
same place, or to warrant the most 
outrageous conduct of Crafton. Our 
acquaintance has been always of a 
Pleasant and modest character, and 
no one can say aught against her 
conduct’ at the places I have known her. 
On the contrary, her husband has been 
known, at all the places they boarded since 
their arrival, as unreasonable and disag:1@:- 
able, unworthy of her and often mistreat- 
ing her in the presence of outsiders. I re- 
member on one occasion—Ist of July last— 
he threw her to the floor and was only pre- 
vented from doing her bodily injury by the 
timely interference of several ladies, whose 
names can be given. When I heard that 
Mrs. Crafton had been so badly treated I 
sent her word through a lady—as also did 
several other boarders in the house—of my 
sympathy, and offered any assistance in 
my ‘power, as I had been informed that the 
doctor hed desertec. her, leaving her penni- 
less and 1,100 miles away from home. A 
reconciliation was soon affected and I heard 
nothing more of the matter until several 
days ago, when JI passed her on the street 
and was surprised to learn that she was on 
the eve of her departure for her home. On 
Sunday I thought I would go to her board- 
ing place about 2 o’clock and say goodby. 
I was aware that her husband invariably 
spent the afternoon at home on Sundays. 
In passing down Auburn avenue I saw Mrs. 
Crafton sitting at the window of a friend. 
As 1 did not consider my action improper 
and as I also knew the lady she was visit- 
ing, I walked over and had only been in 
the room a few seconds when Dr. Crafton 
burst in the room in a terrible rage and ac- 
cused Mrs. Crafton of meeting me there 
by appointment. I realized the grave in- 


justice done to Mrs. Crafton and urged the - 


doctor to be careful and listen to an ex- 
planation of the matter, but he only be- 
came more enraged and attacked me. I 
was forced to knock him down. I cannot 
believe that I was the cause of any of the 
troubles of Mr. and Mrs. Crafton prior to 
this unpleasant affair, and am sure that 
his accusations of Sunday are the fruits 
of a jealous mind. 

“After the precipitation of the matter on 
Sunday my only thought was of the unin- 
tentional wrong done Mrs. Crafton, and I 
could only believe that it was my place to 
extricate her in some way from the terri- 
bie position, and I accompanied her—on her 
own suggestion—to her friend, Mrs. Smith, 
on Capitol avenue, and left soon after ina 
cab for Bolton to catch the Chattanooga 
train and see her off for home, when I was 
arrested. 

“In justice to the lady in whose room the 
difficuity started, I will say that I have met 
Mrs. Crafton once only, and never by ap- 
paintment. Any reports that will in any 
way reflect on Mrs. Crafton are a great in- 
justice to her and fabrications out of the 
whole cloth. I still hold the exalted opinion 
that I have always held of Mrs. Crafton.’’

Cotton Declines irom 11 to 12 Points for 
Futures, While Spots Are Reduced 
Generally 1-16 to 1-8c. 


NEW YORK, March 12.—The declaration 
of the dividends by the American uSgar 
Company on Saturday created quite a bull- 
ish feeling in the Industrials at the open- 
ing of business this morning. The latent 
shorts in this stock and Chicago Gas ac- 
cordingly started in to cover and their pur- 
chases soon brought about a rise of 2% in 
Sugar and 1% in Chicago Gas. Missouri 
Pacific was in better request on rumors 
that the annual report to be published to- 
morrow will be more favorable than ex- 
pected. The stock advanced 2 per cent to 
257% and was decidedly more active. - Big 
Four was another strong stock, while the 
Grangers, Delaware and Hudson and Atchi- 
son were bought with more confidence. The 
rise did not bring out any long stock to 
speak of, and this added to the discom- 
fiture of bears.

The 
strength of Big’ Four common was at- 
tributed to the renewal of purchases by 
houses representing Vanderbilt interests. It 
is understood that President Ingalls is 
@bout to close a deal for a new through 
route to the west of which the Big Four 
will form an important link.

CHICAGO, March 12.—A bearish govern- 
ment report, making the reserve in farmers’ 
hands i14,0v0,000 bushels, an increase on 
passage or 2,000,000 bushels, dull cables and 
fine weather were all against the price of 
wheat and caused the market to vupen at 
59c, or about %c lower than the close Satur- 
day, but almost immediately heavy buying, 
led by Armour, and followed by shorts, 
caused a quick advance of Ic _ per 
bushel, but when this support ceased the 
market began to lag, resulting in a later 
decline of ‘%%e. The market has been a 
very nervous one all day, but the news 
seemed inclined to the bear side. A decrease 
in the visible supply of 1,062,000 bushels was 
about as expected, as the northwestern 
markets were all weak and showed liberal 
declines. Primary market receipts were 
large, and these items, in addition to those 
mentioned above, were more than the mar- 
ket could stand, especially when offerings 
became liberal. Ex‘ports were fairly large, 
and the early opening of navigation will 
enable a great deal of our stocks to’ move 
out, but owing to the bearish feeling that 
has prevailed among a great many of our 
local speculators, also a great. many in New 
York and St. Louis, it will require liberal 
buying and more bull news to sustain any 
good advance.

The Cereal Situation. 


From The New York Daily Stockholder. 

Nearly all of the developments of tne past 
week were caiculated to depress prices. 
Scarcely any of them were Oi the sort to 
inspire aggressive courage. Despite the 
low values (which leave little, if any, promt 
to the producer) the wheat kept pouring 
into western markets, a silent put unmis- 
takabie witness of the farmer’s faith in the 
crop prespect. Receipts were largely in 
excess of week before last and were not 
materially below those of the like period 
last year. The wheat continued to come 
from the farms and other directions so free- 
ly that the visible supply statement is 
not likely to afford encouragement. Also, 
shipments were very small and bore such a 
small proportion to the movement that one 
day’s receipts nearly equaled shipments for 
the entire week, which seems incredible 
with prices so low. 

Quite naturally th? crop situation, being 
exceedingly fine, was not without some in- 
fluence upon the views of speculators. The 
whole country, for nearly ten days, has 
beea basking in sunshine—was there ever 
before such wea in blustry March?— 
and the farmers will begin their spring 
work earlier, much earlier than usual.

In the latter, 
in the period corresponding to the past faur 
weeks, receipts were but 11,370,000 bushels.

There is 
now, however, some expectation of a fall- 
ing off In the movement—which ske»tics 
say thev will credit when they see it—as 
the marketing has been done on such an 
immense scale and as farmers will soon be 
busy with their spring work.
